REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges the allowability of Claims 2, 6 and 7 indicated in the Office 

Action. 

The only claims rejected on the basis of prior art were Claims 1 and 3 which have been 
cancelled, along with Claims 4 and 5. 

In the present amendment, only Claims 2, 6 and 7 and claims dependent thereon remain. 
With respect to the claims, Applicant advises as follows: 
Claim 2 is written in independent form; 

Claim 6 has been amended to depend solely from allowable Claim 2; 
Claim 7 depends from allowable Claim 2; 

New Claim 8 combines the contents of allowable Claim 6 and Claim 1 and should be 
allowable; 

New Claim 9 combines the contents of allowable Claim 6 and Claim 3 and should be 
allowable; 

New Claim 10 corresponds to original Claim 4 made dependent on allowable Claim 2; 
New Claim 11 corresponds to original Claim 5 made dependent on allowable Claim 2; 
New Claim 12 is to a more specific embodiment of the present invention dependent on 
allowable Claim 8. 

The claims now present are all allowable independent claims or claims dependent thereon, 
these being Claims 2, 6 and 7-12. 
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In view of the present amendment, Claims 2, 6 and 7-12 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance and early action towards that end is respectfully requested.
